Drifting Into Nationalization 
A 
DM. M OREELL’S announcem ent that there Is 
little reason to hope for Immediate return 
to their owners of government-seized coal mines 
m ust make, strange reading In Great 
Britain, 
where nationalization of coal mines was made 
possible only by a popular swing to socialism. 
The British, hip-deep In the problem of getting 
more coal out of their newly-nationalized mlne-4, 
are supposed to be conducting an economic ex- 
perlment of the first magnitude. But In the United 
States, where mines have been nationalized, in 
effect, by circumstances, there Is no thought of 
experimenting. Adm. Mortal!, as government ad ­ 
ministrator, and Secretary of Interior Krug, as 
the cabinet official responsible for coal mine 
operations, both insist they are anxious to return 
the mines to private control. Even though prte 
duction Is at an all-time peak, there Is no claim 
th at this Is due to governm ent operation. Even 
John L. Lewis, head of United Mine W orkers, 
who has learned how to collect what he wants 
from the government In collective bargaining 
without bargaining, la not agitating for perm a­ 
nent nationalization. 
The obvious danger is th at nationalization of 
coal mines might be brought about in this coun­ 
try by circumstances, rath er than public policy. 


New Wage Precedent 
T 
H E apparent effect of a ruling by Reconver­ 
sion Director John R. Steelman that wage 
Increases beyond 
the present pattern 
do not 
justify price increases is to freeze wages and 
prices where they are now, except In 
cases 
w here inequity can be shown. 
But it is too soon to believe that the govern­ 
m ent can short-circuit a second round of wage- 
price boosting by announcing a precedent that 
seem s to m ilitate against it. The way thi* sort 
of thing has been done In the past is to force 
the governm ent to a showdown, break the prece­ 
dent and aet a new one. 
While there seems to he no reason why any 
employer wanting 
to 
raise 
wages above 
the 
stabilisation formula without asking for price 
relief couldn't do so, most wage agreementa with 
labor now are geared directly to price agreements 
with government. For Instance, lf United States 
Auto W orkers were to call a strike to shatter 
the new ruling, and the government were to step 
in and m ake a contract with the union at some 
new and higher figure, price Increases in auto­ 
mobiles surely would follow—and there would he 
a new precedent. Or the showdown might come 
in steel. 
In the rough-and-tumble of union leadership, 
the leader who can force the government to 
break a precedent la an expert at his trade. Mr. 
Steelman, it may be, haa thrown up a cTay 
pigeon to he shot down, lf any considerable num ­ 
ber of union leaders decide to go after higher 
wage rates. 


T 
H E R E are 
people who, 
when 
they can think of nothing im­ 
portant to do, call a conference. 
These gabfests are held all over 
the country. I have attended hun­ 
dreds of them during the last 15 
years. 
Each year the sam e speeches are 
delivered that were delivered the 
year 
before, often 
by the same 
speakers. If somebody says some­ 
thing new or different, he gums up 
the works. If he lays it on the line, 
he is a reactionary and the do­ 
gooders gang up on him. If his 
ideas do not conform to the do­ 
gooders’ patterns of the moment, 
he is regarded as anti-social. 
The most Im portant person at a 
conference is the public relations 
counsel. Som etim es he writes the 
speeches. His business is to see 
to It that those who attend get 
their names in the new spapers and 
get time on the radio. 
T hat is the great m an’s com pen­ 
sation for attending conferences. 
Some men are famous only because 
they attend conferences; otherwise 
nobody ever would hear of them. 
They would remain competent busi­ 
nessmen or able labor leaders or 
rule-of thumb public officials, hut 
to the people they would be utter­ 
ly unknown. So they hire speech 
writers and go to conferences. 
The latest proposal for one of 
these speech m arathons Is another 
lahor-management conference, initi­ 
ated 
and 
promoted 
by 
Morris 
Llewellyn Cooke of Chestnut HIU, 
Philadelphia, 
True, 
according 
to 
the Constitution, legislation Is the 
function of Congress and at its 
last session. Congress tried to make 
the Case bill law, actually enacted 
the Hobbs Bill and did what it 
could with T rum an's labor propo­ 
sals. 
But Mr. Cooke wants labor and 
m anagem ent 
to 
get 
together 
to 
talk things over. They have been 
talking things over for years and 
the conversation has not been so 
pleasant. At any rate, the autom o­ 
bile Industry seem s to feel that 
this Is no time for talking; it is 
a time for making cars. Most In- 
dustralists feel the same way about 
their products. 
The publicity on the proposed 
conference suggests that Instead of 
class warfare, w hat is needed is 
"team play”. When did you hear 


that one last? The trouble with 
those who still talk about ‘‘team 
play’’ is that they don't know what 
the shooting is about.

That sounds fine until a decision 
has to he made abAit time studies 
and such technicalities. The trend 
In labor Is to ask for an annual 
living wage irrespective of produc­ 
tion. The trend in m anagem ent Is 
to avoid bankruptcy by rejecting 
production at a lo s s .-Somewhere 
a decision has to he made as to the 
relationship 
between 
wages 
and 
production, and as It looks now. It 
cannot be made at a coffee klatsch. 
Now, look at point No. 3: 
3.—There must be clear-cut rules 
of the game, scrupulously obeyed. 
Isn't that nice? It is almost too 
good to be true. Who Is to make 
the rules and who is to enforce 
obedience? W hat game is 
being 
played, anyhow ? Pinochle or rum ­ 
my or Russian hank? 
U nfortunately, the labor problem

too serious for this sort of hog 
wash. We face a fundamental prob­ 
lem which the London Economist 
described as the stick or the car­ 
rot.

A naval block­ 
ade will not help the Arabs either 
hut in Its 
present dilemma the British cannot be concerned 
with helping either side T heir obvious objective 
now- is to keep the tension in Palestine from 
growing worse, until something turns up to make 
it grow better.

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PINCHOT PRAISES 
‘PEOPLE'S' GAINS 


Also Sees Conservation As 


Omen Of World Peace 


By Th* As«or(at*d Pre**. 
MILFORD, Pa., Aug. 13—Gifford 
PInchot, 81-year-old pioneer In con­ 
servation of natural resources and 
twice governor of 
Pennsylvania, 
sees a brighter hope for world 
peace in increased attention to the 
rights of “ the plain people” and 
greater thought for conservation. 
The lean, sharp-eyed, lanky man 
whose vigorous political indepen­ 
dence and long-standing battle for 
conservation have made him a n a­ 
tional figure, returned last week to 
his home, Gray Towers, n ear here 
after a routine physical checkup in 
a New York hospital. 
Surveying the world situation, he 
said in a birthday statem ent: To 
my mind, two great facts stand out 
today. One is th at in the United 
States and throughout the world 
the rights of those whom Lincoln 
called ‘the plain people’ are coming 
to he recognized as never before. 
“ The other is that here a t home, 
and on every other continent, the 
vital importance of the conservation | 
of natural resources—forests and 
waters, soils and m inerals— is bet­ 
ter and better realized. 
“ Throughout the world, people 
are waking up to w hat conserva­ 
tion 
m eans to their daily lives. 
They also are beginning to under­ 
sta n d 
w hat 
Franklin 
Roosevelt 
m eant when he said: ‘I am more 
and more convinced that conserva­ 
tion is a basis of perm anent peace’. 
“And 
perm anent peace is 
the 
hope of the world.” 
Mr. Pinchot, author of several 
books on conservation and travel, 
is working daily on a new volume, 
to be called Breaking Ground, a 
history of conservation from 1884 
to 1910 in biographical form.

where he was born Aug. l l , I 860.' 
Mr. Pinchot is one of three men 
to be twice elected governor of 
Pennsylvania. He served as chief 
executive from 1923-27 and 1931-35.
